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Wetaskiwin will be a Town. Additional Town Topics 


The meeting of the ratepayers 
last Mouday eyening for the pur- 
pose of yoting on the question of 
incorporation, was well attended 
anda large yote was recorded, 
Order waa celled by the overseer, 
when J. H, Walker was elected to 
the chair; E, E, Chandler was sec- 
retary and VY. C. French was ap- 
pointed assistant secretary. In his 
report, the overseer gave the ap- 
proximate population of the village 
on October Ist as 590, which does 
not include a transient population 
of some 60 more. The following 
resolution was then moved by A.S, 


Rosenro!l and seconded by 8. 
Swoboda, and the vote was taken : 


“That the necessary steps be 
now taken to incorporate the vil- 
lage of Wetaskiwin as a town, 
under the operation of the muni- 
cipal ordinance, and that the said 
town comprise the whole of section 
14, township 46, range 24, and 
legal sub-division 12 of section 13, 
township 46, range 24, all west of 
the 4th meridian.” 

The result of the yote was 48 in 
favor of incorporation and 5 
against, which is practically unan- 
imous, The next step towards in- 
corporation is already being taken, 
as may be seen by advertisement 
in another column,

OUR CATTLE TRADE. 


Scotland Seeks It—Nopresentative Confer: 
ence Recently Heid in Glaszow— 
Important Action faken, 

Referring to the recent meeting in 
Glasgow of agriculturists and others 
interested in the removal of restric- 
tions on Canadian cattle trade The 
Herald of that city says: ; 

The importance of the meeting 
held to devise steps for the removal 
of the restrictions on the importa- 
tion of Canadian cattle, may be 
measured by the diversity of its 
compositjon. Those who are pro- 
moting the movement are not farm- 
ers alone, or fleshers alone, or cattle 
salesmen alone, or shipowners alone, 
but all in combination, and they 
are supported by representatives of 
the Local Authority, of the Harbor 
Authority, and of the general pub- 
lic. 

Apart from his interest in the sub- 
ject as a consumer of beef every cit- 
izen of Glasgow has an interest in 
it as part proprietor of the exten- 
sive sheds aad stores erected by the 
corporation for a trade which was 
killed by Act of Parliament. The 
restrictions were imposed in 1892 by 
order of the Board of Agriculture, 
as a temporary precautionary expe- 
dient. It was stated, intended and 
expected that when all fear of the 
importation of contagious pleuro 
from Canada was removed the re 
strictions would be withdrawn, and 
the importation of Canadian cattle 
into the country—and not merely in- 
to the slaughter-house — would be 
free once more. 

So far, however, from being re- 
moved, the restrictions were made 
permanent by Act of Parliament in 
1896, without the production of 
any evidence that the disease which 
was supposed to be guarded against 
was prevalent in Canada. Into the 
reasons urged for that legislation at 
the time we need not now enter. 
Certain, it) ‘s that many who were 
then in /ivyr of the restrictions now 
desire that .n9y should be removed. 

The . farmers are as anxious to 
have Canadian stock for their herds 
as the dealers are anxious to have 
free trade in cattle. The point at 
present is not whether the restric- 
tions were justifiable when they were 
imposed, but whether there is any 
good reason’ for continuing them. 
As Lord Provost Chisholm defined 
the question, it is—‘‘Is there any 
evidence to warrant the maintenance 
of these most offensive restrictions?’’ 
There appears to be none, but there 
is abundant evidence to the con- 
trary. For instance, the Dominion 
Minister of Agriculture positively 
affirms that contagious pleuro does 
not exist in Canada; and that even 
if it did exist, it could not be ex- 
ported, so thorough are the regula- 
tions and precautions in force in 
Canada. And it was stated by one 
of the speakers, who, doubtless can 
substantiate his statement, that in 
800,000 Canadian cattle landed on 
our shores not a_ single case of 
pleuro has been detected. 

Ti, then, the evidence shows no 
cause for the retention of restric- 
tions which can only be justified as 
precautionary, it is desirable in the 
interests both of this country and 
of Canada to have them removed. 
But as they are established by Act 
of Parliament an Act of Parliament 
is needed to abolish them. That is 
where the trouble comes in. It is 
always difficult to get Parliament to 
revoke its own deeds. Vionot is 
necessary most of all is to elicit a 
strong expression of public opinion. 

The conference was important in 
this respect, and as it was thorough- 
ly representative of all classes, the 
resolutions passed by it cannot fail 
to have weight with the Government 
and with Parliament. But its ex- 
ample should be followed vigorously 
by other communities in Scotland. 
It must be demonstrated that this 
is no mere question between the Can- 
adian breeders and the Scotch feed- 


er, but a question of real interest 
and vast importance to the whole 
conimunity. If Canadian cattle are 


healthy we should have as free and 
unrestricted importation of them as 
we have of Canadian wheat.

during the winter of 1899-00. Gross- 
ly exaggerated reports of the rev. 
gentieman’s statement were — unfor- 
tunately sent out to the press, fy 
Which he was represented as having 
said that 40 Indians had died of 
hunger and hundreds of others were 
in the last stages of starvation, The 
actual number of victims mentioned 
by Mr. Stevens was fourteen, but he 
suid he had been also told that a 
tentful of others succunbed. Mr. CG, 
C. Chipman, Hudson Bay commis- 
sioner, admitted that a number of 
Indians in the Oxforc: House district 
did from starvation, The sufferers, 
the commissioner said, were too far 
rom relief to muke their condition 
known so that assistance could be 
given or sent Lo them in time.
